Emery was represented by Samuel W. 
Emery, Esq., of this city, and the state 
by Elmer J. Burnham, Esq., of Kit- 
tery, the county attorney not being 
able to be present. 


Sheriff Haven A. Roberts of San- 


ford and Deputies George A. Wiggin, 
E. I. Littlefield, James K. Boardman, 
Ernest L. Joies and other officers were 
present. They made two raids Monday 
evening for liquor. At one place they 
found empty cans 
which may have 


contained alcohol, but no liquor was 
discovered. 


Emery pleaded guilty to both com- 


plaints. Deputy Boardman was present 


with two. gallons of

months in Alfred jail and to pay a fina 
of ?500, and to serve six months addi- 
tional if the fine is not paid; and on 
the other charge he was fined $100 
and sentenced to two months in jail, 
anad to serve two months more i£ tha 
fine is not paid. Unless he pays $000 
in fines he will need to serve sixteen 
months.
